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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Greenblatt 
(US Patent No. 4,707,587). Greenblatt discloses a process for making a fluid warming 
cassette comprising: disposing a base sheet of flexible plastic material (col. 2, line 67 
through col. 3, line 4); positioning a first rail (Fig. 12, 58b) in alignment with a first edge 
of the base sheet and a second rail (58b), parallel to the first rail, in alignment with a 
second edge of the base sheet (col. 3, lines 4-8 and col. 8, lines 19-29 disclose that 
there are two separate rails (58b) that are laminated between the two flexible sheets 
along the edges of the sheets as seen in Fig. 12); positioning a planer stiffener (Fig. 12, 
58c) in alignment with an end of the base sheet, extending from the first to the second 
rail (Fig. 12 discloses that 58c is a planer member that is between both rails (58b) and 
between the sheets, while col. 8, lines 25-27 and 33-36 disclose that this indeed a 
planer piece that is separate from the two rails (58b) and is laminated between the two 
sheets); and joining a covering sheet of flexible plastic material sheet to the base sheet 
to enclose the first and second rails and the stiffener and form a fluid channel (col. 2, 
line 67 through col. 3, line 4). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7-33 and 35 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a flexible fluid 
warming cassette with a planar stiffener extending between two rails at the proximal 
end, while being separate from the two rails. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 34 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
